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This diagram is intended to show the position of the vari- 
ous stations of the Subordinate Temple Officers. 


DEPUTIES’ GUIDE 


Deputies are appointed by the Grand Daughter Ruler, and 
therefore are Deputy Grand Daughter Rulers. They shall stand 
ready to carry out her orders and the orders of the Grand 
Temple. 


Deputies appointed should be competent, capable, loving, 
sweet, sober, patient and considerate of the people they serve. 
‘They should stand as a light and a guide, always ready to lead 
aright; should not make their own laws and create disturban- 
ces, but stand ready to yield and bring peace to help build 
the Organization. 


Deputies are divided into the following classifications: 
District, State, Special, Organizing and ‘Traveling. 


Deputies shall be placed on six (6) months’ trial to prove 
their efficiency. 


No District Deputy shall hold any other office in her sub- 
ordinate Temple while acting in the capacity of Deputy, un- 
less by special Dispensation granted by the Grand Daughter 
Ruler, but this does not prohibit her from holding offices in 
the State Association, Council, or in the Grand ‘Temple. 


Male Deputies have no jurisdiction over the Subordinate 
Temples, unless authorized by Grand Exalted Ruler or Grand 
Daughter Ruler. 


ARTICLE I — District Deputies 


Section 1. The District Deputy shall supervise her district 
and keep her Temples well versed with the work of the Or- 
der. She should give lectures and instructions on the signs, 
grips, etc. She should kno- the law, stand ready to give advice 
in reason. t 


Section 2. All District Deputies shall be Past Daughter Ru- 
lers, and shall have attended at least one Grand Temple Session 
before being appointed. a 


Section 3. There shall be only one District Deputy to a 
District. 


Section 4. The District Deputy shall have jurisdiction over 
‘Temples and Councils in such territory as may be designated to 
‘her by the Grand Daughter Ruler. It shall be the duty of the 
District Deputy Grand Daughter Ruler to preside over oll meet- 
ings of Temples and Councils durlng election and installation of 
officers or in her stead some one appointed by the G. D. R. She 
shall visit all Temples in her jurisdiction, not to exceed once a 
quarter, unless invited by the Temple to attend its sessions, or 
by direction of the Grand Daughter Ruler. 


If a Grand Officer is present, the Distict Deputy shall 
invite her to assist, but it shall not be mandatory for the 
Temple to pay a Grand Officer the regular fee, 


The District Deputy shall enforce the strict observance of 
the laws of the order. She shall grant dispensation when ordered 
by the Grand Daughter Ruler. She shall receive from the 
Grand Daughter Secretary the Charter and other paraphernalia 
of new Temples and Councils to be instituted by her after per- 
mission has been granted for the institution of such Temple 
or Council. She shall not handle funds of any club or association 
which is organized or in process of organization for the pur- 
pose of being instituted into a new Temple. 


Section 5. Each Deputy shall make quarterly reports to 
the Grand Daughter Ruler, except new Temples or Councils 
instituted and they shall be reported immediately. It shall be 
the duty of District Deputies to visit each Temple and Council 
in her jurisdiction on or before the semi-annual election; the 
District Deputy shall examine the financial records of the 
Temple and Council and certify to the Grand Daughter Ruler 
the number of financial members carried on the roll of said 
- Temple or Council and send a copy of the same to the Grand 
Daughter Secretary. After the District Deputy has made _ her 
examination and inspection she shall read her reports to the 
Temple and Council examined. 

All Daughter Rulers, Secretaries, Treasurers and all other 
officers and persons handling finance and records of the 
Temples and Councils and Auxaliaries shall deliver all finan- 
cial books, such as membership rolls, ledgers, day books, etc., 
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to the Grand Daughter Ruler, her special representative, the 
District Deputy of the District whenever requested by either 
of said officers and upon failure to do so, shall be immediately 
‘suspended from the Order until a full compliance shall be had 
with the intention and spirit of the law. 


The District Deputy shall confer degrees. Candidates are to 
be degreed at the time of their initiation, when Temples have 
enough Past Daughter Rulers, usually the District Deputy calls 
upon them to assist in giving the Degrees. The officers clear the 
chairs and the Past Daughter Rulers, with the Deputy, confer the 
degrees. The fee of the District Deputy shall be one half of the 
amount of the degree money received, and she shall divide one- 
half of that amount equally between the Special Deputy and 
those who assist in conferring degrees. This money shall be 
PAID THROUGH THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY. The bal- 
ance of each degree, fifty (50c) cents, shall be placed in the 
Temple treasury. 


The expense of each official visit of the District Deputy 
shall be defrayed by the Temple or Council visited. Deputies 
shall not make more than four (4) visits a year—viz, December, 
January, June and July, unless invited by the Temple or sent 
by the Grand Daughter Ruler. 


Fees For District Deputies 


Election........ $5.00 and traveling expenses to and from her home. 

Installation....$5.00 and traveling expenses to and from her 
home. 

Degrees... 50c each; 25c for Deputy and 25c to be divided 


among those assisting. 


District Deputies shall notify Special Deputies when they 
cannot attend elections and _ installations. 


ARTICLE II — State Deputies 


State Deputies have the privilege of going into any part 
of the State to establish work, also to visit any ‘Temple in that 
state. They shall perform such duties as are assigned to them 
from time to time by the Grand Daughter Ruler. 
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When the Temple invites a State Deputy to visit them, they 
shall bear all of the expenses. 


A State Deputy is eligible to be a delegate if he is elected 
by her Temple or Council. It shall not be compulsory that 
States, Districts Councils or Temples shall pay her expense to 
and from Grand Temple Sessions. This matter shall be op- 
tional. 


ARTICLE III — Special Deputies 


Local daughters, known as Special Deputies shall work 
under the order of the District Deputy, in cities of more than 
one Temple, and shall perform such duties as are assigned to 
them from time to time by the Grand Daughter Ruler. 


ARTICLE IV — Organizing Deputies 


An organizing Deputy has the privilege of organizing new 
work wherever she finds the field open. 


Upon recommendation of the Grand Daughter Ruler, 
Grand Organizing Deputies shall be entitled to voice and vote 
in the Grand Temple; before making such recommendation, 
the Grand Daughter Ruler shall have indisputable and conclu- 
sive evidence of the efficiency and constructive work done by 
said Deputies during their term of office. 


ARTICLE V — Traveling Deputies 


Traveling Deputies are to interest themselves in building 
and establishing the work and shall go into whatever territory 
the Grand Daughter Ruler shall send them for the good of the 
Order. The expense of such visit shall be borne by the Grand 
‘Temple. 


ARTICLE VI 


All Deputies are expected to pei new work and help 
keep alive the old groups. 


Deputies getting work in another state and desiring to or- 
ganize new Temples, must, through the Grand Daughter Ruler 
or Grand Daughter Secretary confer with the Deputy in terri- 
tory of said state and thus bring about a better spirit. 
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When Temples invite Deputies to visit them, they shall 
bear all of their expenses. Temples should know the strength 
of their treaury before extending an invitation. 


ARTICLE VII — Courtesy To Deputies 


Section 1. The Grand Daughter Ruler or Grand Daughter 
secretary shall havé power to send the nearest Grand Temple 
Officer, Executive Board member or Deputy to look after the 
work done in their jurisdiction, and the expense of such travel- 
ing shall be borne by the Grand Temple. 


The Grand Daughter Secretary shall confer with the Grand 
Daughter Ruler in case of such action. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Honors to Grand Officers, Deputies and Past 
Daughter Rulers 


Section 1. When a Grand Temple Officer or a District 
Deputy Grand Daughter Ruler (who represents the Grand 
Daughter Ruler) officially visits a Subordinate Temple, she 
shall be received as befits an officer of her station. ‘The Daugh- 
ter Ruler will call up the Temple while the officer is marched 
around the Chesterfield three times and halted. After the 
officer is announced by the Escort, she shall be received by the 
salutation of the striking of hands together three times in 
succession of four blows each, after which the Temple will 
sing, “Auld Lang Syne,” with the right hand extended to 
the front. Then the Dt. Ruler will address the officer and 
invite her to a seat. 


Section 2. When Past Daughter Rulers visit a ‘Temple, 
the Daughter Ruler shall call up the Temple until they give the 
salutation (The Grand Hailing Sign) to Daughter Ruler and 
Vice Daughter Ruler. After the Daughter Ruler welcomes the 
visitors and gives them seats, the Temple is seated. 


ARTICLE IX — General Laws 


Section 1. Questions arising in the Temples shall in the 
first instance be decided by the Temple, the Daghter Ruler

rendering the decision. Either party has the right to appeal 
from adverse decisions upon a subject as follows: 


(1) From the Daughter Ruler’s decision to the judgement 
of the Temple, a two-third vote being required to over-rule 
such decision. 


(2) From the decision of the Temple to that of the District 
Deputy. 


(3) From the decision of the District Deputy to that of 
the Grand Daughter Ruler. 


(4) From the Grand Daughter Ruler’s decision to that of 
the Executive Board which Board will report such findings 
to the Grand Temple at its next annual session. 


In all appeals of this kind, except that under the first head- 
ing, a brief written record of the facts in the case must be 
presented by the appealing party and an opportunity given, with 
due trial to the adverse party, for a written statement in reply. 


Section 2. Deputies who are unable to adjust Temple af- 
fairs shall report same to the Grand Daughter Ruler, . 


Section 3. No Deputy is expected to visit any Temple 
every night of their meeting. Unless in atendance at her own 
Temple meetings. 


Section 4. The Daughter Ruler is the presiding officer of 
her Temple, and no Deputy has the right to take the gavel from 
her but should wait until it is presented to her by the Daughter 
Ruler. 


Section 5. When a deputy cannot bring peace and harmo- 
ny in a Temple, it is the ‘emple’s prerogative to appeal to the 
Grand Daughter Ruler, and at the decision of the G. D. R., the 
Deputy may be given another field. 


Section 6. Any daughter shall be eligible to hold office 
in her Temple when she has been initiated and received all 
degrees of the Subordinate Temple. 


ARTICLE X 
HINTS FOR PARLIAMENTARY PROCEDURE 
Motions 


1. Alway rise when making a motion. 


2. Always address the chair, saying “Daughter Ruler’. 
nbe-DaughternsRuler: thenssay,) Diz:2eee ee. Ce ae Nee may not 
make her motion until recognized by the chair. 


3. State the motion as follows: “I move so and so...” 


4. Motions must be seconded. It is not necessary to rise 
to second a motion. 


5. After being seconded, the motion mut be stated in full 
by the chair as follows: “It has been moved and seconded that, 
etc. Is there any discusion?” 


6. Discussion follows and threatens to become unending, 
therefore, some member calls “Question” which means the 
Daughter Ruler must ask, “Are you ready for the question?” 
Or the Daughter Ruler may call it on her own initiative and so 
bring the matter to vote. 


7. If there is a motion before the house, no other motion 
can be entertained except its amendment, the previous question 
or motion to adjourn, until the motion before the house has 
been voted upon. 


Voting 
There are four way of voting: 


len By acclamation or voice vote. The chair says: “All in 
favor of the motion give the usual sign: opposed, the same.” 


2. By standing or by raising the hand. 
3. By ballot. 
4. By calling the roll. 

Amendments 


1. An amendment is a motion the object of which is to 
change or modify a previous motion. 
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An amendment must be seconded. 


An amendment is debatable.

An amendment may be amended. 


5. ‘The proper form of an amendment is “I move to amend 
the motion by doing so and so.’ 


6. Methods of amending—striking out or adding a certain 
word or words or a sentence—substituting a motion for the one 
being considered. 


7. An amendment must be voted on before the original 
motion is put to vote. If the amendment is carried, the question 
is then put as amended and must be voted upon as a whole, If 
the amendment is lost, the motion is put as originally stated. 


ARTICLE XI — Benefits, Taxes and Assessments 


Section 1. Regular dues for Temple members shall not be 
less than fifty cents (50c) per month. Temples have the privi- 
lege to arrange their sick and death benefits. 


Section 2. The fiscal year begins October Ist of each year. 
Deputies are requested to instruct the Temples relative to the 
different types of taxes, when they are due and how paid. 


Section 3 Each subordinate Temple shall pay to the Grand 
Temple an annual per capita tax of sixty cents (60c) for each 
member enrolled. This sum shall be paid in quarterly in- 
stallments of 15 cents per member on or before the 15th day 
of each of the months of October, January, April and July of 
each year. 


Section 4. The annual Grand Temple Tax of $1.00 per 
member is payable semi-annually, December 1 to 15 and June 
Eee 


Section 5. ‘The Grand Lodge (male body) tax shall be 
ten cents (10c) per year for each member; same shall be 
paid semi-annually on or before January first and July first of 
each year, payable to the male Grand Secretary. 


Section 6 ‘The Junior Daughters of Elks tax shall be 
twenty cents (20c) per year for each member; same shall be 
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paid in quarterly installments of 5c per member on or before 
the 15th day of months of October, January, April and July 
of each year. 
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Section 7. The Juvenile tax shall be ten cents (10c) per 
year for each member; same shall be paid quarterly on or be- 
fore the 15th day of the months of October, January, April and 
July at the rate of two and one-half cents (214c) per quarter. 


Section 8. ‘The Council tax shall be twenty cents (20c) per 
year for each member; same shall be paid quarterly on or be- 
fore the 15th day of the months of October, January, April and 
July at the rate of five cents (5c) per quarter. 


Section 9. Failure of any Temple to pay any part or all 
taxes, when due, shall deprive said Temple of all rights to re- 
ceive the quarterly password, and of representation in the Grand 
Temple or State Association. 


Section 10. Non-Representation Fee. Any Temple failing 
to send a delegate to the Grand Temple session is subject to a 
fine for non-representation. 


Section 11. Temples with a membership of less than thirty 
(30) members failing to send a delegate to the Grand Temple, 
shall be fined Five Dollars ($5.00); Temples with membership 
of more than thirty (30) members and less than fifty (50) mem- 
bers, shall be fined Ten Dollars ($10.00); ‘Temples with mem- 
bership of more than fifty (50) members and less than one 
hundred (100) members, shall be fined Fifteen Dollars ($15.00); 
Temples with membership of more than one hundred (100) 
members shall be fined Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00). 


Section 12. Any Temple that shall fail to send a delegate 
to the Grand Temple for three (3) consecutive years, shall show 
cause why it should not invite the Grand Daughter Ruler to 
come and demonstrate the work; send a delegate or stand sus- 
pended. 


Section 13. State Association Representation fee shall be 
$20.00. 
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ARTICLE XII — Fines, Etc. 


Section 1. Daughters failing to attend the funeral of a de- 
ceased Daughter proprely regaled, shall be fined one dollar ($1). 


Section 2 Daughters failing to attend the annual Memo- 
rial services on the second Sunday in December, shall be fined 
one dollar ($1.00). 


Section 3. Daughters failing to attend the election of of- 
icers after being properly notified shall be fined one dollar 


($1.00), 


Section 4. Daughters failing to attend the Thanksgiving 
services on the second Sunday in April, shall be subjected to 
such fine as the Temple may impose. 


Section 5. A Temple shall be privileged to make by-laws 
or fines for other offenses against a Temple or the Order in 
general. 


Section 6. For using improper language in a Temple the 
fine shall be 50c for the first offense; $1.00 for the second of- 
fense; $5.00 for the third offense; suspension for the fourth 
offense. 


Section 7. Daughters found guilty of adultery shall be sus- 
pended; for exposing Temple business, there shall be imposed 
a fine of one dollar ($1.00); canvassing votes, 25c; not obeying 
the gavel 10c; leaving the Temple without addressing the chair, 
ZG: 


Section 8. All imposed fines shall be paid within 30 days, 
and shall take precedence over dues and taxes. 


Section 9. Temple Secretaries who fail to get the Tem- 
ple’s Credentials into the office of the Grand Daughter Ruler ~ 
and Grand Daughter Secretary prior to July 15th shall be fined 
$5.00. 


ARTICLE XIII — Election of Officers 


Secretaries, Treasurer, and Trustees are elected Annually 
in December. Never in June unless a vacancy occurs 
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ARTICLE XIV — Special Days4 of dew Ge 7o4) 


Section 1. Memorial: Second Sunday in Deeéfrber. Com- 
memorated each year by every Temple of Daughter Elks, in 
conjunction with the local Lodge of Elks, in sacred session, in 
memory and honor of departed members. Deughters failing to 
attend this service shall be subject to a fine of one dollar 


($1.00). 


Section 2, Emma V. Kelly Day: February 8th. There shall 
be held each year in some appropriate public place, an educa- 
tional program; funds raised through this meeting shall be 
known as the “Emma V. Kelly Scholarship Fund.” All monies 
collected shall be sent in to the Grand Temple and a check 
drawn at the close of the Fiscal year, to be presented to the 
Grand Commissioner of Education at the Oratorical Contest 
_ as coming from the Emma V. Kelly Scholarship Fund of the 
Grand Temple. 


Section 3. Anniversary Day: A Thanksgiving Day service 
shall be held on the second Sunday in April. Daughters failing 
to attend this service are subject to such fine as the Temple 
may impose. 


Section 4. The fourth Sunday in June shall be set apart 
as Junior and Juvenile Day and all Junior Temples and Juvenile 
Classes shall have their sermon on that day. 


ARTICLE XV — Uniforms and Regalias 


Section 1. The uniform for Grand Officers assisting the 
funeral of a Grand Officer shall be black. 


Section 2. The uniform and regalia for memorials and 
funerals for Temples members shall be uniform white dress, 
small black bow tie, purple and white WAC style overseas hats, 
white gloves; badges worn on the black side; white stockings 
and black shoes. A spray of amaranth shall also be used. 


Section 3. The uniform for Thanksgiving service shall 
be white uniform dresses, white gloves, purple and white WAC 
style overseas hats, small purple bow ties; badge worn with 
purple side out, black shoes and white stockings. This law 
pertaining to wearing overseas caps shall be enforced. 
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Section 4. For Anniversaries and special occasions where 
the Ritualistic Work is not exemplified, the Daughters shall be 
permitted to wear the Uniform of the Unit with which they 
are affiliated. 


Section 5. Past Daughter Ruler’s Council members. shall 
wear a purple sash, and no other jewel will be recognized but 
the original P. D. R. jewel. 


Section 6. Council uniforms shall be white for all occa- 
sions (including white shoes and white stockings) white 
Motar Board hats, reversible sashes, mourning side out for 
funerals, for council members only; when a ‘Temple member 
dies Council members shall wear regulation Temple uniform, 


ARTICLE XVI — Departments 


Section 1. The Grand Temple shall have the following 
Departments: Education, Arts and Crafts, Shrine, Ways and 
Means, Birthday, Civil Liberties, Baby Contest, Child Welfare, 
Emergency Relief, Reserve Fund, Athletics, Purple Cross Nurses’ 
Unit, Public Relations, Good Will Circle, Popularity Contest, 
Rainbow Charity Club, Emma V. Kelly Helping Hand Club, 
Shrine Fez Club, Pageant Tam Club, Rainy Day Club, Grand 
Temple 4 Square Hospitality Club, Music Department, Emma 
V. Kelly Memorial, Retirement Fund, Missionary, Grand 
Daughter Ruler’s Foster Parent, Buena V. Kelly Appreciation, 
Cheer, J. Finley Wilson Memorial, United Ushers Cicle, Golden 
Link of Past Grand Daughter Rulers, Radio and T. V., Grand 
Exalted Ruler’s Birthday Committee and Grand Daughter 
Ruler’s Birthday Committee, Angels of Mercy, Junior and Ju- 
venile Department, ‘Transportation, Social Session, Pearl Brown’s 
Appreciation Committee. 


Section 2. Each department shall have a Grand Directress, 
All plans and prizes shall be submitted to the Grand Daughter 
Ruler for approval before circular letters are sent out by Grand 


Directresses of the departments. Each Grand Directress shall 


give a report of the activities during the year other than finance 
raised (specific work and condensed highlights). 


All Grand Directresses shall raise $150.00 above their ex- 
penses and all assistants shall raise $100.00 above their expenses 
or their appiointment shall be forfeited. 
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ARTICLE XVII — Proper Arrangement of Chesterfield 


Section 1. For Temples: A Bible, opened at the 13th chap- 
ter of Ist Corinthians. A clock with the hands pointing to the 
hour of Eleven and the branching Antlers should be placed 
on the Chesterfield. A flag on a pole shall be placed to the right 
of the Daughter Ruler. The flag should never be laid on the 
altar. 


Section 2. For Councils: Councils are to use flowers on the 
Chesterfield, the colors to be the four colors of the Order and 
should be placed with petals pointing to the stations. (The 
colors are as follows): 


Daughter: sRuler—-Videlity.c2. 2a Purple (Forget-me-not) 
Wice sDaughtergerntiler—Charity..... cess 2 ct Pink (Constancy) 
Asst, Daughter Ruler—Justice............ Red (Brilliancy, Abundance) 


(Though your sins be as scarlet, they shall be white as snow) 
Chaplin=Sisterly: ‘Love: 23.03.12 White (Purity, Innocence) 


A Bible opened to the 13th Chapter of Ist Corinthians is 
placed in the center. Flag shall be placed to right of Daughter 
Ruler same as Temples. 


(See Junior and Juvenile Laws for Juvenile arrangement). 


ARTICLE XVIII-A — Paraphernalia Used for Initiation 


All articles necessary for initiation should be arranged by 
the Daughter Gatekeeper, so. that the Daughter Escort may 
have no trouble in making preparations rapidly. ‘The articles 
should be: 


A vial or bottle containing a strong smelling liquid or sub- 
stance. (Vinegar) 


A glass of water for thirst. 

A light, lamp or article for imaginative burning. 
Towels. 

An article to presumably cause the flow of blood. 


Some familiar articles which can be easily recognized by 
the touch of the candidate, such as penknife, keys, etc. 
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Black cloths or mask for death scene. 

A bier, infant size casket and lighted candles. 
A gong or chimes. 

Hoodwinks. 


The dramatics of the work should be acted slowly, with 
proper pause, so that the candidates may be thoroughly im- - 
pressed with the work. 


_ For unwritten work, the Grand Temple has especially 
charged that candidates must not be treated roughly, nor any- 
thing used that might inflict bodily injury. 


ARTICLE XVIII-B — Explanation of the “Unwritten Work” 


After finding her way through the forest (which means 
finding her way out of the room to the ante-chamber unassisted 
while blind-folded; we suggest, however, that the daughters 
lend some assistance to prevent the candidate from hurting her- 
self) the candidate is returned for the “UNWRITTEN WORK” 
—the testing of the senses. 


The candidates are led into the room by the Escort, still 
hoodwinked, and placed before the altar, facing the Daughter 
Ruler’s station. They are instructed to stretch forth their left 
hands, and at this point are “bound, burned and bled.” For the 
binding, a handkerchief, cloth or short length of clothes line is 
tied around the left wrist. They are then touched with a slightly 
warm object (positively no burning must be permitted) and 
with some sharp object presumably to signify bleeding and im- 
mediately wiped with the towel or handkerchief. 


For the test of the taste and smell, deputies are urged to 
use water with salt in it for the objectionable fluid and vinegar 
for the smelling. Suggested they use flash light for warm 
object, key or nail file for bleeding. 


For river, pan should be placed on the floor (in this — 
river, etc.) 
The, Lecture on the Use of the Left Hand 


We burn the. left hand because socially all Elks are left 
handed. That is, the left hand is used when we are drinking 
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our soft drinks socially. The left hand is used to symbolize 
the characteristic of an Elk, which always comes to the left 
side of the stream to drink, and drinks with the water coming 
to him—never flowing from him. 


We do not “Buffalo” in a Crowd of Non-Elks 


Form the Antler with the three fingers around the glass, 
the little finger underneath the glass. Left handed drinking is 
not required with tea, coffee and water at meals. 


ARTICLE XIX — Signs (4 ) 
Grand Hailing 


This sign is made by crossing the hands at the wrist above 
the forehead, then branching out to the right and left, they are 
dropped noiselessly to the sides. (The branching antlers).

Should you desire to leave be- 
fore the Temple has closed, you can approach the altar and 
make the sign and ask to be excused. It is also used whenever 
you rise to address the Temple or pass around the hall. It 
means to impress you at all times with silence, in and out of the 
meetings.

When the four raps—o-o-0-o—are given, all arise, having 
arms folded, with the left hand clasping the right elbow, until 
the sign of grief is called. The right is lifted from the position 
of folded arms above described, so as to be placed over and 
veiling the eyes,’ the head-slightly bowed, the left hand still 
clasping the right elbow; then as if wiping tears from the eyes 
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with the thumb and forefinger of the right hand, that hand is 
slowly stretched forward, held extended an instant, then with 
left hand dropped to side. 


Sign of Recognition 


This sign is made by pointing the first finger of the right 
hand in the palm of the left hand, holding it there until you 
see the answer by placing the middle finger of the left hand in 
the palm of the right hand. If you recognize the answer you will 
say, “Fidelity” The “Sister or “Brother” will say 2, 6, 22, 5, you 
then shake hands and give the grip by hooking the little fingers 
of each other’s right hand, knuckles formed thus: Then give 
the password, “Eureka”. Answer, “I have found 13, 17”. 


Sign of Distress 


It is made by placing the back of the right hand, palm out- 
ward, over the heart. ‘The answer is the same. At night you use 
the word, “Eleon.”

The Grip of I. B. P. O. E. of W. 


The grip is given with the right hand stretched forwara, 
little finger open from other three, and is made by interlocking 
with the one you greet. Cover the grip with the left hand, giv- 
ing pressure on the four knuckles, which eludes to the Four 
Cardinal Principals and the four principal officers and their 
stations. 

Council Signs 


Signs of distress for Council—The sign is made by extending 


the open palm of the right hand on the right side of your face.

The sign is used in addressing Loyal Dt, and Loyal Vice Dt. 
Rulers. 


The Sign of Grief for the Council, given while the last 
stanza of the Funeral Ode is being sung: Right hand smote 
left breast, raise even with head, and then point to corpse. Sign 
given three times. The last words: 13—20, 13, 3-15, 6, 19— 
29-2, 07,0; 10, !-= 20,20, 15°05. 11,5, 2; 2; 


The various Degree Passes and Grips shall be alternated 
each meeting. On the fourth meeting all four shall be given. 
(Ist, 2nd, 3rd Degree and Council) 


ARTICLE XX — Salutation for the Temple 


In giving the signs some Temples give the sign of caution 
or courtesy, the sign of distress and the Grand Hailing sign 
when opening and closing. This is a choice of Temples only to 
keep the members versed with the signs. This is not an error, 
but a privilege. All Temples must give the G. H. sign at opening 
and closing. No criticism if the others are not given. All signs 
are given three times distinctly. 


When members with the password are late, they come di- 
rectly from the door to the Chesterfield, address the Daughter 
Ruler, giving the Grand hailing sign once, turn from the 
Daughter Ruler toward the Chaplin, face Vice Daughter Ruler 
and give hailing sign once, turn toward the Assistant Daughter 
Ruler ‘and back:to the Daughter Ruler, saying “Good evening 
Daughter Ruler, Vice Daughter Ruler, officers and members,” 
and take their seat. 


When a member is late and without the password, after 
alarming the door and being announced by the doorkeepe and 
admitted to the Temple, said Daughter receives the password 
from the Vice Daughter Ruler and gives it to the Assistant 
Daughter Ruler, then appears before the Chesterfield and  ad- 
dresses the house as above and takes her seat, 


If the member is a Past Daughter Ruler, she takes her seat 
on the side of the room that is to the right of the Daughter 
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Ruler. The outgoing Daughter Ruler shall sit on the platform 
to the right of the presiding Daughter Ruler and give assistance 
when necessary. 


When the Temple opens meetings in the degrees, then it is 
the privilege to give degree signs only. 


The Grand Temple degree sign is NEVER used in the sub- 
ordinate Temple nor at the State Association. Each depart- 
ment has its own signs and functions. 


ARTICLE XXI 
The Daughters’ Object and How to Organize 


Section 1. The Daughter’s Object— Our object is to unite 
all brothers’ wives, mothers, sisters, daughters and relatives of 
sound bodily health and good moral character and who are so- 
cially acceptable to each other. To give moral and material aid 
in its power to members; to elevate them socially, morally and 
intellectually. 


Section 2. Persons desiring to organize a new Temple may 
select a group of thirty (30) women whose ages are between 
21-55; and the joining fee for each applicant shall be five ($5.00) 
dollars unless a dispensation is granted by the Grand Daughter 
Ruler. Sixty ($60.00) dollars shall be sent to the office of the 
Grand Daughter Secretary for Charter and paraphernalia, If 
there are more than 30 members in the club, the sum of 50 
cents per member shall also be sent to the Grand Daughter 
Secretary. The Deputy or Organizer of a Temple of 30 mem- 
bers receives a fee of fifty (50.00) dollars, twnty-five ($25.00) 
dollars to the person who works up the club, and fifteen ($15.00) 
dollars to be retained in the Temple’s treasury. New Temples 
shall pay traveling expenses of the Deputy or Organizer when 
organized. 


Section 3. The application for dispensation for new Tem- 
ples should be sent to the Grand Secretary, accompanied by a 
check or money order to pay for dispensation and cover the 
cost of supplies. The organizer should also notify the District 
Deputy, who will notify the Grand Secretary, so that she may 
have time to secure supplies and prepare the necessary papers. 


20 


Section 4. The organizer shall receive in addition 50c per 
member for all members over 30, The Deputies shall receive 
the sum of one dollar ($1.00) for all members initiated in new 
Temples. 


Section 5. All workers must get permission from the Male 
Lodge in their city for organizing a Temple. 


Section 6. The District Deputy should call the meeting to 
order and notify all present to retire. She should then examine 
each person privately and admit no one in the ‘Temple room, 
unless she has a visiting card, showing that she is in good stand- 
ing. When this labor has been performed, she should then act 
as Grand Daughter Ruler and proceed to organize a Grand 
Temple for the purpose of instituting the Temple. She should 
open the Grand Temple, which should remain in session until 
the work of the institution has been completed, when she shall 
declare the Grand Temple adjourned and turn the gavel over 
to the Daughter Ruler of the new Temple. 


Section 7, Deputies are to send the name and address of 
the Daughter Ruler and the Financial Secretary of all new Tem- 
ples to the Grand Daughter Secretary. 


Section 8. Deputies are required to remind Secretaries to 
send in all reports on time and especially reports and creden- 
tials prior to the National Convention. 


Setion 9. Any Temples known to cause their candidates 
to walk. the rough way with their shoes off, use spanking boards 
or blank cartridges, or in any way be extreme in their initiation, 
shall be fined the amount of ($25.00) for the first offense and 
be suspended for the second offense. Any Deputy allowing such 
to be done shall have her commission revoked. 


Reinstatement 


Temples desiring to reinstate shall have thirty members 
who shall pay the sum of $3.50 each; $45.00 of this amount 
shall be sent to the office of the Grand Daughter Secretary; 
$30.00 shall be paid to the Deputy or Organizer; $15.00 to the 
person working up the club; $15.00 shall be placed in the Tem- 
ple Treasury. Traveling expenses shall be paid by the Temple. 
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For each person over the number of thirty the Deputy or 
Organizer shall receive $1.75 and $1.75 shall remain in the 
Temple’s treasury. 


How Ineligible Kin May Join the Order 


When subordinate ‘Temple desires to build up its member- 
ship and to encourage growth of our Order, those who are 
not relatives of male Elks may join under this provision: 

The Temple may select a committee to confer with the 
male Lodge and secure its approval; then the Temple writes 
the Grand Daughter Ruler for dispensation and the addition 
may be made when the dispensation is granted. Send letter 
of approval with request. 


ARTICLE XXII — How to Organize Councils 


A Past Daughter Ruler’s Council may be organized con- 
venient to its members. Any one or several Temples that are 
near form a Council, Secure at least fifteen Past Daughter 
Rulers to form a club and get the required amount, fifteen 
($15.00) dollars for suplies. Send this amount to the Grand 
Dt. Secretary for a Charter. The joining fee is $1.00 and the 
monthly dues 10c. All Council applicants shall accompany 
blank with Doctor’s certificate. If they are not passed, they 
will become associate members with no sick or death donations 
but all other rights. Members shall be in good financial standing 
at least six months before a convention in order to be eligible 
to be sent as delegates. 


Section 1, The Past Daughter Rulers Councils shall be 
to encourage the growth of the Order and to establish a closer 
contact between the past officers of the respective Temples and 
to promote the principles on which the Order was founded. 


Section 2. Any Past Daughter Ruler desiring to become 
a member of the Council shall present a written recommenda- 
tion from her Temple with the real signature of the Secretary 
and Daughter Ruler. 


Section 3. In compliance with the resolution adopted in 
Boston in 1921, a law was made that the Past Daughter Ruler’s 
Council shall be the only school of instruction, and any other 
shall be illegal and subject to a fine.or expulsion. 
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Section 4. Past Daughter Rulers Council members shall 
wear a purple sash and no other jewel will be recognized but 
the original P. D. R. jewel. 


Section 5. Each Council may have a Past Daughter Ruler 
representative in the Grand Temple. 


Section 6. Councils desiring to reinstate shall have at least 
nine Past Daughter Rulers, who shall pay the sum of $1.00 per 
member. Of this amount, $5.00 shall be sent to the office of 
the Grand Secretary; $2.50 shall be paid to the Deputy or per- 
son organizing, and $1.50 shall be placed in the Council treas- 
ury. 

ARTICLE XXIII 


Juvenile and Junior Department 


The name of this Department shall be the Juveniles 
and Juniiors of the Daughters of the Improved, Benevo- 
lent, Protective Order of Elks of the World. The Grand Daugh- 
ter Ruler shall be the head of this department. The matters 
of the Junior and Juvenile Departments shall be referred to the 
Executive Board. There shall be a Directress of this Depart- 
ment known as the Grand Senior Mother. This Department 
shall be under the control of the Grand Daughter Ruler and 
the Grand Senior Mother. 


The Grand Senior Mother may conduct a Council, which 
shall be wholly and solely instructional and no finance shall 
be collected by this Council. 


Junior Daughter Elks 


This Auxiliary shall be composed of members of good 
moral character, ranging from the ages of 14 to 18 years. 
No Junior boys are eligible to become members of this 
‘ department, 


No Junior Temple shall function without the supervision 
of some Temple. Supervisors or Guardians failing to comply 
shall be denied recognition in any Council or State Association. 


Junior Supervisors shall be Past Daughter Rulers. No 
Supervisor of a Junior Temple shall hold any office in her re- 
spective Temple.

Persons desiring to organize a new Junior Temple may se- 
lect a.group of thirty (30) girls whose ages are between 14 and 
18, and the joining fee for each applicant shall be one dollar 
and fifty cents ($1.50) unless a dispensation is granted by the 
Grand Senior Mother for less. ‘The interested Daughter shall 
first secure the permission of the Temple before starting the 
Club. The cost of the Charter of the Junior Daughter Elks 
shall be thirty ($30.00) dollars, which shall include the para- 
phernalia for the work. The Oganizer shall receive Seven 
Dollars fifty cents ($7.50) and the balance of ‘Twenty-two 
fifty ($22.50) shall be sent to the office of the Grand Daughter 
Secretary. 


All Junior Temples shall have one (1) representative in 
the Grand Temple Session, and representative shall be a Past 
Daughter Ruler. 


Reinstatement 


Juniors desiring to reinstate shall have at least 20 members, 
who shall pay the sum of fifty cents per member; $5.00 of this 
amount shall be sent to the office of the Grand Daughter Secre- 
tary; $2.50 shall be paid to the Deputy or organizer, and $2.50 
shall be placed in the Junior treasury. (See complete Junior 
Laws). 


ARTICLE XXIV — Juvenile Classes 


Section 1. There shall be an executive head in this de- 
partment known as the Grand Senior Mother. 


Section 2, All Senior Mothers working up classes must be 
Past Daughter Rulers, and they shall make application for 
classes to the Grand Senior Mother, or Grand Daughter Secre- 
tary. 


Section 3. All taxes shall be paid quarterly to the Grand 
Secretary. 


Section 4. All Juvenile Classes shall have one (1) represen- 
tative in the Grand Temple Session, and representative must be 
a Past Daughter Ruler. 


Section 5. ‘The appropriate badge of the Juvenile Classes 
shall be the color of the Order—purple. 
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Section 6. The fourth Sunday in June shall be set apart 
as Juvenile Day, and all Juvenile Classes shall have their sermon 


on that. day. (See.complete laws for Juvenile Classes). 


How to Organize 


Persons desiring to organize a Juvenile Class may select a 
group of thirty children whose ages are between 2 and 14, and 
the joining fee for each applicant shall be 75 cents, unless a 
dispensation is granted by the Grand Senior Mother for less, 
and all other fees shall be arranged by the Supervisor. The Or- 
ganization fee shall be $25.00. the organizer shall receive 
$5.00 for her work and $20.00 shall be sent to the Grand Senior 
Mother or Grand Secretary for paraphernalia and Charter. 


How to Reinstate 


Juvenile Classes desiring to reinstate shall have at least 
twenty (20) members, who shall pay the sum of fifty (50c) 
cents each; $5.00 of this amount shall be sent to the office of 
the Grand Secretary; $2.50 shall be paid to the Deputy or Or- 
ganizer and $2.50 shall be placed in the Class treasury.

Section 1. All State Associations shall pay twenty ($20.00).

five Temples, or fractional part thereof. 


Section 2. Only Past Daughter Rulers shall be elected as 
delegates to the Grand Temple from State Associations. 
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Section 3. It shall be mandatory that each Subordinate 
Temple shall join some State Association. Any Temple failing 
to send a State Representative to the Association shall pay a 
fine of five ($5.00) dollars. 


Section 4. All Temples failing to pay State Association 
Taxes shall be considered unfinancial to the .Grand Temple 
until said taxes are paid. 


Section 5. All State Associations shall convene between the 
dates of January 1 and not later than June 30. All State Sec- 
retaries shall get the financial status of each Temple in their 
States from the Office of the Grand Daughter Secretary, thirty 
days prior to State Association Meetings, as some Temples and 
other Units are unfinancial with the Grand Temple at the 
time of State Association meetings.

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EXPLANATION OF THE SECOND CHAPTER OF JOSHUA 
AS MAY BE APFLIED TO THE DAUGHTER ELKS

The four Cardinal Principles of our Order, Charity, Just- 
ice, Sisterly Love and Fidelity, serve as a Biblical background 
in our initiatory work, as well as a platform for the Order. In 
exemplifying these principles, our attention is called to the 
second Chapter of Joshua, where we find Joshua accepting the 
command of God to lead the Children of Israel onward to the 
Promised Land. 


Before going into this chapter, we would like to give you a | 
sketch of the events leading up to it. { 


God made the same promise to Joshua that he did to 
Moses, telling him: “As I was with Moses, so I will be with 
thee. I will not fail thee nor forsake thee. Be strong and of good 
courage, for unto this people shalt thou divide for an inheri- 
tance the land which I swear unto their fathers to give them,” 
He also gave Joshua the assurance that He would be with him 7 
wherever he went. After this great charge and command was | 
given to him, Joshua gave his orders to the officers that they 
might order the people to make ready to possess this land 
God had promised them. 


This brings us to the Second Chapter of Joshua. This man } 
of God, realizing the great task that is his, sent two men out 
as spies. These were secret agents. ‘They were to go and view the | 
land, even Jericho. They followed instructions and entered the 
house of a harlot named Rahab and lodged there. The news of 
these men being in Jericho reached the king, and he immedi- 
ately sent word to Rahab to bring them to him, for he knew |

they came to search the country. 


We realize that it is not complimentary to be called a harlot 
but in every individual there are some fine traits. ‘This woman 
disobyed the king and hid the men on the roof of her house 
and covered them with stalks of flax. Her answer was: “There 
came men unto me, but I wist not whence they were, And 
when it was dark, the men went out; where they went I know 
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not. Pursue after them quickly, for ye shall overtake them.” 
The men rushed out, trying to overtake the spies. Rahab went 
back to the roof and told the spies she knew that the Lord had 
given them the land. Her people had heard how the Lord dried 
up the Red Sea when they came out of Egypt and what had 
been done to the two kings of the Amorites, who were on the 
other side. And she further said: “The Lord your God, He is 
God in Heaven above and in earth beneath.” She pleaded with 
them to show kindness unto them. In this plea, she asked that 
they would save her father, mother, her brothers and sisters, 
and all that they had, and deliver their lives from death. 


She further wanted them to give her a true token. The 
answer of the men was “Our lives for yours, if you don’t tell 
our business,” and promised when they possessed the land they 
would deal kindly with her and her household. 


~ Rahab’s house was upon the town wall and she let these 
men down by a cord through the window and urged them to 
hide in the mountains for three days in order that the pursuers 
would not find them. The spies told her to tie the scarlet 
thread which she used to let them down by in the window 
and to bring all of the family and their household unto the 
house with her. But if any of them left the home, they would 
not be responsible for what might happen to them. They 
further told Rahab that if she exposed their business they 
would break their oath with her. 


We pause here to compliment this woman, whose morals 
were not the best, but despite all of her outward doings, she 
recognized God, and in so doing she was the doer of a good 
deed, by protecting the lives of others. 

We think of this scarlet thread in keeping with two of our 
stations—Justice and Fidelity, because Justice was granted to 
this woman and her family for her act of kindness, and the 
men when returning exemplified Fidelity by being faithful to 
their vow. May you as members of our organization be ever 
mindful of our motto— Do unto others as you would have them 
do unto you. , 

With the desire created by our lives in our communities 
where we will have shown that to be an Elk is to be a woman 
that can be trusted, the demand to join our Order will be so 
great that no trouble will be experienced in increasing our 
membership. 
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EXPLANATION OF THE 
THIRTEENTH CHAPTER OF FIRST CORINTHIANS 


As may be Applied to the 
DAUGHTERS OF ELKS

The thirteenth Chapter of Ist Corinthians is the scripture 
selected for the Order of Elks because it carries the code of 
Ethics by which they are governed. Christ linked us inseparably 
to these fraternal claims when she stated the great command- 
ment, ‘““Thou shalt love. . .God. . . and thy neighbor.” All sel- 
fishness, indifference to other’s welfare, securing personal ad- 
vantages at other’s expense, unjustifiable competition, indus- 
trial oppression, wrongs and crimes against others, all war, 
are indirect violations of Christ’s brother and sisterhood code. 
All narrow prejudices, aroused by pride of culture, of wealth 
of race, of sectarianism, re-echoes Cain’s query, “Am I my 
Brother’s Keeper?” which was a sort of blasphemy against 
human nature. 


“Though I speak with tongues of men and of angels, and 
have not charity, I am become as sounding brass, or tinkling 
cymbal,” can be paraphrased to read: “Though I understand 
all the secrets of all the fraternal societies and have not love, 
I am nothing.” You are familiar with the ritual of our beloved 
organization and can possibly see a strong resemblance be- 
tween the mystery of the first century and our Temple today. 
Without doing violence to the great writer Paul in substituting 
the word ‘““Temple” for “mysteries,” we suggest reading the lines 
in this manner: “Though I understand all the inner meaning 
of the ritual of my Temple and have not caught the spirit of 
love, I have no right to be considered a member.” Though I 
speak with heavenly eloquence in the Temple room, if I have 
not love, I will make no more impression than a sounding 
brass or a tinkling cymbal, and though I understand all the 
ritual of the Temple and have such faith in its work that I 
can move mountains of opposition and have not love, I have no 
standing as a member. Though I bestow my entire fortune to 
feed the poor of the Temple and though I give my last ounce 
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of strength to carry on its work, it can bring me no satisfaction 
unless I have a loving spirit for the task.” 


Love is indefatigable; it never grows weary. Love is in- 
exhaustible; it lives and is born anew in the living, and the 
more it pours itself out, the fuller its fountain. Do you make 
it a constant practics to fill the lives of those about you with 
thoughtful deeds of love? Can you look without envy upon a 
daughter who has received honors and gifts that you believe 
to be your due? Can you, on the other hand, endure sudden 
prosperity or unlooked for honor without a desire to strike 
envy into the hearts of your former equals? Do you injure 
the feelings of your Daughters by rude and unseemly conduct 
or the heedless scramblings after privileges that you think are 
your due? Love does neither of these. Or if others forget them- 
selves to commit these faults, are you easily aroused to resent 
their conduct? Love is not easily provoked. Through the years, 
how have you dealt with erring members? Have you endured 
all manner of wrongs from them? Have you persistently turned 
a deaf ear to all unpleasant rumors, believing only that which 
was good about them and hoping ever that they would mend 
their ways to win the love and respect of all? Have you been 
the last to censure and the first to forgive? 


Verily, I say unto you, the heart of a man that loves is a 
paradise on earth. He hath God within him, for God is love! 
Love rests at the bottom of every pure soul, like a drop of dew 
in the calyx of a flower. Love is wisdom. Only as we forego all 


personal and temporal aims do we rise into the region of the 


universal and the eternal, Great is faith and great is hope, but 
greater than these is love. Faith is mighty, even to the moving 
of mountains; it sails the wildest seas, it can open blind eyes, 
can do many a miracle; it justifies the soul and anticipates 
heaven. Great is faith, but faith tires betimes; but love is un- 
wearied. Faith is not always welcome, love is at home every- 
where and travels all the world, without a passport. Faith is now 
and again a day late. Love stayed last at the cross and came 
first to the sepulchre. 


Hope is like the sun, which as we journey toward it, casts 
the shadow of our burden behind us, Eternity is the divine trea- 
sure house and hope is the window by means of which mortals 
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are permitted to see, as thru a glass darkly, the things which 
God is preparing. Faith and hope long for heaven. Love is hea- 
ven; for God is love, and when we love we are in heaven. Let 
your deeds be your eulogist. More eloquent than words, more 
effective than self-assertion, is the doing of the Master’s will, 
prompted out of a heart full of love. Nothing is of such con- 


sequence or such comprehensiveness as love; nothing is so 


strong, so sweet, so full of power and peace; it magnifies the 
smallest gift and dignifies the most insignificant task; it con- 
quers the most obdurate and binds together the most dissimilar. 


“And now abideth faith, hope, charity, these three, but the 
‘greatest of these is charity.” (love) 


THE BIBLE 


The Bible is a living power, a book surpassing all others. 
The general diffusion of the Bible is the most effectual way to 
civilize and humanize mankind; to purify and exalt the general 
system of public morals; to give efficacy to the just precepts 
of international and municipal law; to enforce the observance 
of prudence, temperance, justice and fortitude, and to improve 
all the relations of social and domestic life. The Bible is one 
of the greatest blessings bestowed by God on the children of 
men. 


The Temple is set up with the Bible on the Altar, along 
with the Antlers and Clock, The Biblical Background of the 
Order is taken from the thirteenth Chapter of Ist Corinthians 
and the 2nd Chapter of Joshua. The Bible is kissed to seal obli- 
gations during initiation and Degrees, installations, etc. The 
Bible is closed during social hours. 


THE UNITED STATES FLAG 


The flag of the United States represents and symbolizes 
American Ideals and Institutions. It has thirteen horizontal 
stripes , . . seven red and six white . . the red and white stripes 
alternating, and a union which consists of white stars of five 
points on a blue field, placed in the upper quarter next to the 
staff and extending to the lower edge of the fourth red stripe 
from the top. The number of States in the Union. The Union 
from the top. The number of stars is the same as the number 
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of States in the Union. The Union now contains forty-eight 
Stars arranged in six horizontal and eight vertical rows, each 
star with one point upward. 


The salute to the flag is the outward expression of our 
‘love for our country and the respect we have for its ideals and 
institutions. 


In saluting the Flag we are not stressing a trivial, conven- 
tional act; we are giving outward testimony of our nationality. 
Not only does the act of saluting the Flag give expression to our 
nationality, but reveals and cherishes the deep-rooted spiritual 
emotion of love of Country in the heart of every loyal American. 


All who know the American Flag honor it. It is hard to 
conceive how anyone who knows the ideals, traditions and in- 
stitutions symbolized by the Flag could help but honor and re- 
vere it. It is a privilege to pay reverential tribute to such an 
emblem. It should be the duty of every citizen, regardless of his 
Station in life, to know the correct manner of displaying the 
Flag of his Country and the proper method of showing respect 
for it. We should by all means know the following: 


1. Do not permit disrespect to be shown to the flag, 
2. Do not let the flag touch the ground. 


3. Do not drape the flag over the hood, top, sides or back 
of a vehicle, train or boat. When displayed from an automobile 
or train, or vehicle, it should be from a staff firmly affixed. 


4. Do not use the flag as a covering for a ceiling. 


5. Do not display the flag on a float in a parade except 
from a staff. 


6. Do not carry the flag flat or horizontally but always 
aloft and free. 


7. Do not use the flag as a portion of costume or dress. 
8. Do not put lettering of any kind on the flag. 


9. Displaying the flag upside down is a recognized signal 
of distress. 


Let us guard well the flag, for faith and hope and better days 
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to be, your flag, our flag, the people’s flag, the flag that makes 
men free. 


PLACING OF THE FLAG 


When the flag is displayed from a staff in a church or pub- 
lic auditorium elsewhere than in the chancel or on the platform, 
it shall be placed in the position of honor at the right of the 
congregation or audience as they face the chancel or platform. 
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
